“Moreover, chemical ana- 
lysis proved it actually contained a Large 
percentage’ of albuminoid amcionia, and 
increased rapidly if the water was allowed 
to stand some time, What could have 
caused such a serious interferonce? An 
oxamination of one of the. large storage 
basins goon revealed the delinquent, which 
was nothing olse than an immense crop of 
fresh-water sponges, found growing densaly 
on the side and the Bottoms. The decom. 
position of these lowly-orgenised animals 
had infected tha drinking water; and any: 
one who hus had to deal with specimens of 
the fresh-water sponge, and who knows 
how badly they smoll, will underatand how 
nauseous water aftected by them must be, 
4s soon asthe tank wadreleared of them 
tho water was all tijjhttagain. :
